Indecd, he was delermined, by
the advice of a Council of Ministers, to remauin
Emperor for the present; but he makes the im-

portant snnouncement that a National Con-

gross shall be convened, cousisting of represen-
tatives lrom all political parties in Mexico;
“and this Congress shall decide whether the
Fpire sholl contimmue o future.,” 104t does so
decide, 1t #hall usyist in the legislation of the
vountry, and in consolidating toe public insu
tutions, If it decide adversely, Maximidian
saxs naught.

It is the lnst effort of Maximilian io behalf of
Megico and his own throne., 1t 1: the (ool and
despernte strugele in & ense in which every-
thing seems peninst the bold sdyventurer. It s
an act worthy of the Hapsburg who told us
thaut e belonged to n lamily which pever sue-
cumbed under adversity, If such publie, per-
sonul, and domestic troubles, such periidious
frwends, such powerful envmies, aod sueh a
hopeless tnsk, as have fallen ro the lot of Maxi-
witinn, do wot reduace bim to despair, then he
certmnly ¢ possesscd ol a stréength of fwperial
manhood which ouebit 1o be made avnilable in
denlco or somewhore else, ut the work of gov-
e or at some other respectable work,

Maximiliun dors not give us the date of as-
semwblage of this forthecoming Congress, to
which he refers the existercs of his throne, nor
are we informed now ivis to be constituted, or
bow the elections for members nre to e carred
m in the dillercnt States of Mexico, We (ear
thaut In more than three-fourths of the States —
or in those which are controlled by the Libe-

present temper of the country, The Republi-
cun States, on the other hand, pos-ess, by their
control ora truneeted Congress, the machinery
for subnatting uny smendments thes choose 10
propose.  The mode ol propossl, whether by
Congres=s or o Conyvention, s really of no im-
portancs, sinee, proposea by etber method,
they alike require the ratitieations ol three-

fourths ol the States to make them valid.
